The invention relates to a fluid dispensing member for 
mounting on the opening of a fluid container, which member 
includes : 

- a body defining an internal chamber with a variable . 
volume, which body defines a lower end, 

- an actuating rod axially movable back and forth in said 
body to vary the volume of said chamber, which rod 
includes a lower portion inserted into the body and an 
upper portion defining an upper end, 

- a radially outwardly extending circumferential bearing 
flange including a lower surface at least indirectly 
engageable with one edge of the fluid container opening, 
and 

- optionally a neck washer arranged in contact with the 
lower flange surface so that it is compressed between the 
flange and the edge of the opening. 

A dispensing member of this type is known from document 
US-A-2002/066751. The aim of the invention is to provide a 
highly compact dispensing member that is compatible with 
container necks of almost any height while being 
exceptionally well balanced. 

According to one feature of the invention, the axial 
height axially separating the lower flange surface from 
FormPCT/IPEA/409 (Box V) (January 1994) 
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the upper end of the actuating rod is substantially the 
same as the axial height axially separating the lower 
flange surface from the lower end of the body. In an 
alternative embodiment, the axial height axially 
separating the lower surface of the washer from the upper 
end of the actuating rod is substantially the same as the 
axial height axially separating the lower washer surface 
from the lower end of the body. 

The combination of features in each of independent claims 
1 and 2 is not found in or obvious from the prior art. It 
follows that the subject matter of independent claims 1 
and 2 is novel and involves an inventive step. Dependent 
claims 3 to 13 also comply with the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(2) and (3). Furthermore, claims 1 to 13 are 
considered to be industrially applicable. 
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
